However, the Houfes of the ordinary gan Z- 
hers are genera lly old, andthe Architecture 
of them ill contriv’d, the Streets being alfo 
extreamly narrow. Near the Neighbouring 
Town of Bingen ftands the famous old Watche 
Tower alld, Maufftrura | inthe midit of the 
Rhine, which (according to conftant Tradi- 
tion among the Inhabitants, sate ee by 
the Teltimony of feveral ancient Authors) 
took its name from the Mice or Rats that pur- 
ued hither, and devour’d Harto II. the cove- 
tous Arch-bifhopof Adextz, who having fhut 
up in a Batn a great number of poor People 
that begg’d for bread at his Gate during a 
Famine, caus’d them all to be burnt alive, 
fcofingly calling thofe miferable Wretches, 
the mifchievous Rats that eat up all the belt of 
the Corn, and fpoil the remainder.

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In fine, this City hath had a very great 
Thare-in the Calamities that have accrued to 


the Country of Germany, during the Wars 
of the prefent Age, and hath often chang’d 
its Mafter: Indeed it hath been well fortified 
within thefe few Years,with a ftrong Fortrefs, 
built onan Hill, and beautified with a ftate- 
ly Electoral Palace. But the Memory of 
John Philip, the late Archbifhop, is more 
efpeciaily honour’d on the account of the Re- 
gular Fortifications, which were there ereéted 
by his {pecial Command, and the timely Pre- 
parations he had made for the Reception of 
the prefent French King, whoinvaded thofe 
Territories foon after the Works were fi- 
nifh’d. The Dauphin, his Son, found means 
to feize on this Place, in the Month of Oéto- 
ber, anno Dom. 1688. but it was recover’d 
by the Germans, in the Campaigne of the 
enfuing Yeaf, fix months after they had 
open’d their Trenches: However, the fame 
Monarch ftill continues to have a watchful Eye 
on fo important an Hold, and would willing- 
ly take a fair Opportunity again to reduce it 
under his Dominion. Petrus Cratepolus hath 
publifh’d the Annals of the Ecclefiaftical Ele-
